2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record as applied against present claims teaches alkoxysilyl capped 
polymer having all three alkoxy substituents on silicon atom. The prior art record as applies 
against present claims also teaches use of plasticizers, however, the plasticizers are different 
from those in invention at hand. 

As applicants pointed out in their response, the plasticizer utilized by the prior art of 
record has one end capped by the silyl group, however the other end is not silyl capped. The 
second end of the plasticizer of TANAKA as indicated in paragraphs [009-0012] is one of the 
following: -O; -COO-, -OCO-, or S. 

In view of the above discussion, pending claims are passed to issue.
